LONDON COLLEGE OF MUSIC. 
“REPORTS OF THE LOCAL BRANCLL 
‘The following reports were read yester- 


day by Mr Ralphs, Local Ropresontative [: 


of the London College of Music, at the 
presentation, of certificates ut the City 
Hall :~ 

An thie is the first report of the lnesl 
branch of the London College of Music, it 
will not be out of place to give-a brief his- 
tory of the College and its work here. 


The London College of Music was found- 
ed in 1887 with the object of roviding in- 
creased opportunities for ‘the atudy of 
inusic, holding examinations, and awarding 
diplomas and cortificates to ” successful 
candidates. 

The teaching department of the College 
compares favourably with thut of any other 
musical jnstitution in London or elsewhcie. 
Facilitigs are offered to all students for the 
attainment of # high-class musical educa- 
tion at a moderate cost, und upon a system 
Lased upon the requirements of the exa- 
minations held by all the Musical Colleges. 
Thore isa ata of 70 professors, und lessons 
are given not only during tho day, but in 
the evenings also. ‘ 7 

In tho Examination Dopartment, a really 
gigantic work is being carried op, Lust your 
the number of candidawes awnrded certifi- 
cates was nearly 7,000, The examinations 
were held in all parts of the Britteh Isles, 
and also in India, South Africa,-New Zea- 
Jand, Australian, Cunads, und. the Wost 
Indies. 

‘The examiners, among whom'aro Dr 
Sangster, brother tu the late orguihst to the 
St. John’s Cathedral, Hongkong, Dr Karn, 
Dr Allison, Dr Spark, and Mr Caldicott, 
aro gentlemen of the highest repute ia tho 
musical world, and their functions are car- 
ried out with the utmost care and the 
strictest impartiality. 

It was only last year that a Branch of the 
Collego was’ established in Hongkong. It 
waa at first proposed to hold hero the’ 
examinations in theory only; but eventual- 
ly local exuminors wore appointed, so that 
candidates can now be examined uot only 
in theory but in almost any branch of

THE FOREIGN TRADE OF CHINA. 
BATISPACTORY STATISTICS, 

The Customs Gazette for the first quarter 
of 1897 indigates a jnore prosperops condi- 
tion of afluirs/thipn seomed: likely, at the 
close of last year. Tho accumulation of 
atocks, at the time pressing on the market, 
might have been oxpected to havo un- 


farbumbly affected the markets genorally, 
and it is therefore pleasant to discover that, 
though the impoita are actually lesa than in 
the same quarter of 1898, thera ia, taking 
into consideration the great-increase in im- 
porta during the latter portion of the year, 
‘every reason to bolievo the advance made 
has been permanent. Notwithatandin 
this slight decrease in some of the principal 
staples, the revenue again shows an. in- 
crease from Iik.Tls. 3,992,000 to Hk.Tis. 
4,234,000, pretty equally distributed, oven 
opium contributing in duty and likin 
a substantial advance .of Hk. Tis. 
68,000. From ita dominating position 
in the trude of North China, the great 
bulk of the imports and oxporta going 
through it, the trade of Shanghai is always 
worthy of apocial atudy. Here n declino of 
400 piculs in the import of foreign opium 
marks the increasing wesknées of the trade. 
Native opium has nominally decreased 
likewise 400 piculs, but this is merely a 
mutter of competition betweon the nativo 
und the foreign Customs establishments, 
the opium going the road where least frie- 
tion ensuos. In cotton goods the quarter 
notes, strange vagaries, Tngliyh govds 
apparently declining in favour of the hea- 
vier Americans. Grey shirtings cxhibit in 
this respect tho strangest of fluctuations. 
In 1804, a million pices were imported, 
falling to a fittlo over 900,000 thu next 
year, then in 1896 apringing suddenly to 
3,134,000, and falling to 1,238,000 during 
the last quarter. Most of tho othor.descrip- 
tions fluctuated equally strangely and in 
somewhat tho same order, with the ex- 
eeption of Amorican sheetings, whi 
hibited a remarkable and steady increase. 
Tn 1894, 284,000 picecs came, which drooped 
from over-supply to 269,000 in 1895, and 
219,000 in 1896. 1897, however, far oxcacd- 
ed the provious record, the importduring the 
quarter leaping up to 726,000. Itis satisfac. 
tory to find that the re-oxports of cotton 
rods to other Chineso ports for distribution 
haye been steadily growing, and show little 
of the eceontricity of the Shanghui market. 
In woollons little or ne progress has beon 
made, the market still continuing dull, the 
only article showing an increment boing 
Italian cloth, which frat came to be separate- 
ly classed in 1896 ; since which the import 
lins increased from 21,000 to 47,000 pioces, 
Metals on tho whole drooped: steel 
alone showing a slight increase. Kerosene, 
which had become a drug, in 1892, look- 
ed up again—American ly teobling 
to 7 mien gallons ; Russian are than 
quadrupling to upwa itlions, 
though bulk declined: strangest, 
movement waa, ‘hovwovi tra oil, 
the ‘import of which“gre¥- 904,00 
gallons. last year to: 4,026,000 during 
the quarter under roviéw, To"-peculiarly 
Chinese interport trade, (the quarter 
was on the whole duller than usual, 
So many merely local circumstances affect 
this trade that’no special- cause needs. 
to be invoked, With regard to silk, the 
effect of tho now system of winding at 
Shanghai is plainly reflected from the re- 
turns. The trade, instead of buing confined 
tothe latter part of the year, is more equally 
spread over-the entire year. The amount 
ofhand-reolod silk oxported rose from 5,500 
piculs in 1806 to 8,00U. In 1804 it had been 
16,000 during the same quaricr. Steam 
filature grew from 1,400 to 3,000, and re- 
reeled from 2,400 to 3,100. ‘This incraase 
did not, however, by soy meana fill up the 
deficit of last year. In :othor commodities 
of export thore was little of special interost 
tonote, The movements of treasure wero 
normal; the oxcess of silver import 
ed ‘amounted to the value of *Ak. Tis, 
1,550,000, no less than 1 million being 
represented by dollars imported from Hong- 
kong. Gold wae exported to the value of 
Bk, Tis, 1,600,000, slightly over £240,000. 
The revonus collected was eminently sa- 
tiefactory. Imports paid Hk.Tls. 773,000, 
an increase of 124,000; oxports, Hs. Ts, 
285,000, a decrease of 6,000 ; coast trade, 
Hk.Tls, 45,000, an increase of 4,000; Hk, 
Tis. $81,000, a decrease of 12,000; and 
tonnage, Hk, Tie. 70,000, an increasa of 
3,000, OF the trade of Soochow, re 
gording which a’ person unaccustomed 
fo Chinese’ ways might turn to tho 
tables for information, we leam little 
boyond that, on tho small portion of the 
trado which came under the oognisanca . of 
the Forcign Customs, duties amounting to 
Hk.Tla, 8,500 were paid during the quarter, 
Hangohow did better, collecting Hk.Tls. 
80,800, of which, however, 19,500 vers on 
opium. No other imports of fcroign origin, 
except 120,090 gallons of kerogeno, wero 
included in this category. 

Turning to thé South of Chiva generally, 
the tables indicate a revival’of trade alin 
to that whick occurred in the North during 
the previous year. Foochow took mors 
opium, though in other imports there was 
a slight falling off > there was also larger 
export of tea, The revenue rose by Hk, 
Tis, 21,000to Hk. Tis. 161,000. Amoy was 
more satisfactory, incrosning all round, and. 
tho revenue gaining to Hk. Tis. 61,000, 
the total being Hk. Tis. 218,000. Swatow: 
had a still bigger increas’ all “round, 
piece goods especially increasing from 25 
to 40 per cent, Exports were likewise 
favourablo ; the revenue rose from to Hk.
